*That is fine u far as it goes. 
But the dub Is to give a demonstra- 
tion In a distant city, so there must 
be extra rehearsals. In order that 
no time is lost for 'essential' sub- 
jects, she must go to school at 1:30 
to begin rehearsals at 7:45. The re- 
hearsal goes on until 8:45, and then 
regular school sessions are on until 
noontime, then lunch, then until 3. 
After that, maybe another rehearsal 
dancing class, or team, or 
Scouts or wtiat-not, then home in 
time for evening meal, study, bed. 
Isnt this too much?" 

Of course. A mother should ar- 
range to have a child's day so 
planned as to allow him to have 
work, play, study, and free time. 
Overloading a child's program la 
not going to help him advance In 
school or to grow In sound health. 
Ifixt Is Just a matter of common 
sense. 

I Xound that when such overload- 
ing of a program was evident that 
It wu the child who did the over- 
loading. He wanted to be fn every- 
thing «inHjecaut« 'he, or she, was 
bright and quick and enthuBlsstic. 
be- TU "In." Nobody thought to 



check the program until it became 
evident that the child wu growlnK 
tired. 

A good way to prevent any over- 
loading of a pupil's program Is to 
insist that a teacher, whose duty 



it-nrc neck e v er y mmimnai act mty" 

a child takes on to make certain 
that he is not taking too much on 
his lender shoulders. Ihe program 
teacher does this and then sends 
the expanded program home for ap- 
proval This is necessary, because 
often a child has outside lessons or 
work that the teacher knows noth- 
ing about, but which the parent has 
approved. 

Growing children, and children 
grow right along through their 
teent, must have time for recrea- 
tion, for play, for work, and for liv- 
ing with their families. Often they 
must be curbed in their eagerness 
to t&ke on too much of one thing 
and another. Parents and teachers 
together must see that they are 
active in outside affairs In modera- 
tion. Otherwise youngsters become 
fatigued, fail to do anything up to 
the itandard that satisfies them or 
anybody else.
